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This is a decision on the petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment filed on June 26, 
2003. There is no fee for this petition. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

This application became abandoned for failure to timely file a proper reply to the Office letter 
(a restriction requirement) mailed on September 26, 2002. A Notice of Abandonment was 
mailed on June 26, 2003. 

Petitioner asserts that he was called by the Patent Office on June 19, 2003 and was asked 
whether a response to the restriction requirement had been filed. Petitioner further asserts that 
neither the restriction requirement nor the Notice of Abandonment have been received. 

A review of the application file record reveals that on April 19, 2001 the correspondence 
address was changed from a law firm in Chicago, Illinois to a different la^y firm in Atlanta, 
Georgia. This change of address was made via Customer Number. However, there is nothing 
in the application file record which indicates that such a change of address was ever requested. 
A telephone call was made by Special Programs Examiner Edward Westin to the petitioner on 
April 8, 2004. During that telephone call, petitioner .confirmed that the correspondence 
address should be the Chicago, Illinois address. 

The evidence is sufficient to establish that the restriction requirement was not received because 
it was mailed to an incorrect address. 

The Notice of Abandonment mailed on June 26, 2003 is hereby VACATED and the holding of 
abandonment is withdrawn.
